The meeting opened by the Mayor 
resquwesting the audience to rise and 
sing ‘‘God Save the King,” which was 
done vight lustily. 

After a few remarks by Mayor Rob- 
erton, the financial conditions of the 
town werefully explained by Secretary- 
treasurer Bateman, who in the read- 
ing of the balance sheet must have 
surprised many of the ratepayers with 
the unenviable position of Bow Island 
financially, 

Reports were then submitted by 
Councillors Beattie, Dulmage, Cotton, 
Bratton, Reid and Blaine, in behalf of 
their respective departments, 

None of the reports created especial 
comment, beyond that of the police 
department, On behalf of this de- 
partment Councillor Blaine stated 
that there had been during the year a 
certain amount of criticism, especially 
so relative to gambling and drinking. 
It was however difficult to get the 
evidence of witnesses, and without 
that they could not do very much. 
On the whole, he believed the police 
department had been conducted very 
capably and efficiently. 

In answer to this Rev. Chas. Bishop, 
in saying a few words, said he was 
not there in a carping spirit, but they 
could not shut their eyes to the fact 
that considerable drinking was going 
on in this town, and he thonght more 
energetic steps should be taken in ve- 
gard to this, There was considerable 
dissatisfaction in the town relative to

HE sole head of a family, or any 
any male over 18 years old, may 
homestead a quarter-section of 

available Dominion land, in Manitoba 
Saskatchewan ov Alberta, Applicant 
must appear in person at the Domin 
ion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency fo 
the District, Entry by proxy may be 
made at any Dominion Lands Agency 
)but not sub-Agency), on certain con- 
ditions, 

Duties—Six months’ residenee upon 
and cultivation of the Jand in each of 
thiee years. A homsteader mav live 
within nine miles of his aomesteaa on 
a farm of at least 80 acres, on certain 
conditions. A habitable house is re 
quired avons where residence is per 
formed in the vicinity. 

Live stock may be substituted for 
cultivation under certain conditions, 

in cervain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter 
section alongside his homestead, Price 
$3.00 per acre 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three vears after earning 
homestead patent ; also 50 acres extra 
cultivation, Pre-emption patent may 
be obtained as soon as hemestead pa- 
tent, on certain conditions. 


A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a purchas- 
ed homeste in certain istricts.

that perhaps docs not exist anywhere 
else. Corporations, individuals, gov- 
ernment officials, are constantly ex- 
ploring, mapping, and inviting man- 
ind to come and see. Many are 


{ coming to stay, as one knows from 


the migration of the United 


States. 

The great potencies are the quality 
of the English race, particularly as 
expressed in British rule, an enter- 
prising government of the Dominion 
itself and the railroad companics, 
notably the Canadian Pacific, which, 
to use its own expression, “spans the 


out 


earth’. with its eighteen thousand 
miles of road and its many steam- 
ships. These forces act in concert 


and find lines of effort in all sorts of 
subordinate departments and bureaus 
which have in hand irrigation, the 
opening of new areas, colonization 
and enlistment of capital. Study of 
the whole is dominant, for the peo 
ple seem to have grasped the dea 
that their own individual prosperity 
is involved in the common weal, The 
banking system is one of the most 
powerful means of promotion and 
safeguards against misfortune. Amer 
icans have admired this system these 
fiany years and some of its princi 
pals are embodied in our federal re- 
serve plan.. These banks appear to 
get closer to the people than those 
of other countries. A liberal policy 
is followed in the establishment of 
branch banks. One finds hardly a 
hamlet without a representative of 
one of these well-known institutions, 
usually hoilsed in a_ building 
inanding respect by its architecture, 
though all about it may be the crude 
ness of a new country. The greatest 
advantage of this branch system ov 
er that of individual institutions such 
as we have in the United States 1s in 
the name and the known solvency of 
ne parent institution. 

With Chicago ‘men of affairs, par- 
ticularly those of the board of trade, 
the time has long gone by for con 
sidering Canada so boreal as to b 
forbidding or an uninviting field for 
enterprise. The wheat of Canada i 
among the best raised in the world, 
and Jand eleven hundred miles north 
of this city yicld the cereal liberally. 
The mention of the fifty-ninth par 
allel to one familiar with the wheat 
Wade does not chill him. Then there 
are climatic conditions which soften 
temperature in areas far north, In 
Vancouver temperatures as low as 15 
in midwinter rarely occur, and 
city and its neighbor, Victoria, 
places of residence are extremely in- 
viting.
